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AGREEMENT BETWEEN LOS ANGELES UNIFIED SCHOOL DISTRICT AND 


(“CHARTER SCHOOL”) FOR EDUCATIONAL PLACEMENT IN LAUSD 
ALTERNATIVE PLACEMENT PROGRAMS FOR CHARTER SCHOOL STUDENTS 
RESIDING IN LAUSD’S GEOGRAPHIC BOUNDARIES FACING EXPULSION 


THIS AGREEMENT is made by and between the LOS ANGELES UNIFIED SCHOOL 
DISTRICT (“LAUSD” or “District”), a school district duly formed and existing under the laws 

of the State of California, and _ 

Charter School, (“Charter School”), a California non-profit corporation with a business address at 

California 


WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the District and Charter School are mutually interested in ensuring that educational 
opportunities are provided for all students who reside in LAUSD’s geographical boundaries; 

WHEREAS, the LAUSD Board of Education and Superintendent have determined that there is a 
critical need for interim placement options for students in independent charter schools who have 
been suspended and are facing expulsion; 

WHEREAS, the District and Charter School wish to avoid any disruption of educational services 
related to students pending expulsion hearings; 

WHEREAS, the District operates community day schools (“CDS”) and other alternative 
educational programs, in accordance with Education Code section 48660 et seq., for pupils who 
are expelled or referred through probation, school attendance review board, or district level 
referral process; 

WHEREAS, independent charter schools may have limited interim placement options such as 
community day schools for students who have been suspended and are facing expulsion 
proceedings; 

WHEREAS, aligned with Education Code sections 48900 et seq., and 5 CCR section 11967.5.1 
(f)( 10), Charter School is in need of an alternative educational program for students on an interim 
basis whose expulsion proceedings are pending; 

WHEREAS, the District and Charter School wish to enter into a cooperative effort to ensure the 
timely transfer of students for whom community day schools or other alternative educational 
programs are an appropriate interim placement; 

WHEREAS, LAUSD holds admission hearings for students of other district expulsion (“ODE”) 
pursuant to Education Code section 48915.1 to determine whether an expelled student seeking 
enrollment should be admitted to LAUSD; 
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WHEREAS, there is a need for educational placement and AB 922 services for students who have 
been expelled from charter schools during the terms of their expulsion; 

WHEREAS, there may be a need to facilitate educational referral to the Los Angeles County Office 
of Education (LACOE) for interim placement pending expulsion proceedings for Charter School 
students for certain serious offenses; 

WHEREAS, nothing in this Agreement should be construed as divesting the Charter School’s 
responsibility to ensure that discipline and expulsion proceedings are conducted and completed in 
a timely manner pursuant to the terms of the charter including ensuring that upon a student’s 
satisfactory completion of the rehabilitation plan, the Charter School shall reinstate the student 
(i.e., clear the student’s expulsion indicating that the student has met the terms of the rehabilitation 
plan); 


NOW, THEREFORE, the District and Charter School agree as follows: 

1. Term . The term of the Agreement will be coterminous with the Charter. This Agreement 
may be renewed upon the renewal term of the Charter School’s term pursuant to Education 
Code section 47607. Renewal of the Agreement requires mutual agreement of the parties. 

2. Interim Placement in LAUSD Community Day School or Alternative Educational Program 
Services . 

2.1 Charter School agrees to participate in this Agreement for the purpose of ensuring 
that students will have access to the District’s CDS programs or other alternative 
educational programs upon referral from the Charter School. 

2.2 Upon issuing a suspension for a student who resides within LAUSD boundaries 
pending an expulsion hearing, Charter School will refer student to the District’s 
Student Discipline and Expulsion Support Unit (“SDES”) before the end of the 
suspension for an interim placement at a CDS or other alternative program. 

2.2.1 Charter School agrees to complete a Referral Form (attached hereto and 
incorporated by reference as Exhibit A) and forward student academic and 
behavior record for each student referred to the SDES pursuant to this 
Agreement. 

2.2.2 Should Charier School determine after the referral that the student will 
remain at the charter school pending the expulsion hearing based on the best 
interest of the student, or if Charter School secures another alternative 
interim placement at another charter school or school within its CMO, if 
appropriate and aligned with applicable charter petitions. Charter School 
will notify the District’s SDES Unit of such determination.

2.2.3 Charter School shall notify SDES if a student with disabilities is suspended 
and facing expulsion proceedings. This Agreement does not supersede the 
lEP process for students with disabilities and any placement determination, 
procedural protections and/or any due process rights under the IDEA or 
Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act. This agreement applies to students 
with disabilities once a manifestation determination lEP meeting has been 
held and the lEP team determines and documents a need for an interim 
placement. Charter School must follow the Division of Special Education 
policy and procedure to obtain placement through or at the District. 

2.2.4 SDES shall conduct a review of applicable student records upon receipt of 
the Referral Form for appropriate placement and consideration of any health 
and safety issues for the limited purpose of identifying an interim 
placement. 

2.3 Students facing expulsion on grounds of the following offenses will be immediately 
referred to LACOE for interim placement pending the outcome of expulsion 
proceeding: 

• Unlawful gun possession. This applies to all types of guns including, but 
not limited to, firearms, air guns, stun guns, replica guns, and any device 
that discharges a metallic object by gun powder. 

• For students 16 years of age or older, assault of another person with a 
weapon in a manner likely to cause serious bodily injury. 

• For students 16 years of age or older, battery of another person causing 
serious bodily injury. 

2.4 Charter School shall continue with the expulsion proceedings and hold expulsion 
hearing and expulsion appeals pursuant to the terms and timelines outlined in its 
charter. 

2.4.1 If the student is not expelled either by decision of Charter School 
Administrator or an expulsion hearing decision by the Charter School 
Board/designated expulsion panel; or, if an expulsion order is overturned 
on appeal by the Charter School Board/designated expulsion panel; or if an 
expulsion is overturned by an administrative decision pursuant to a due 
process hearing for students with disabilities; or, if the timeline for 
expulsion proceedings have exceeded what is stated in the charter. Charter 
School will notify the student and District’s Student 

Discipline Office to facilitate placement back in the Charter School. 

2.4.2 If the student is expelled or if expulsion is upheld on appeal. Charter School 
shall notify the SDES pursuant to the terms of its charter including 
submitting an expulsion packet to include expulsion order, rehabilitation 
plan, and reinstatement eligibility immediately or as soon as practicable. 

2.5 Upon the interim placement of the student in a District CDS or alternative program, 

the District will enter attendance for the student in CALPADS. There will be no costs 
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(including use of oversight fees) incurred by Charter School for interim placement pursuant 
to this MOU. 


3. Placement of Charter School Expelled Students . 

3.1 If the LAUSD Board of Education permits conditional enrollment for the Charter 
School expelled students, the District will provide educational placement and AB 922 
services to those students during the terms of their expulsion; 

3.2 If the LAUSD Board of Education denies enrollment of Charter School expelled 
students, the District will initiate a referral of school placement to the Los Angeles County 
Office of Education (LACOE) consistent with Education Code section 48916.1(f). 

3.3 Upon a student’s satisfactory completion of the rehabilitation plan. Charter School 
shall clear the student’s expulsion order. Charter School shall provide SDES 
documentation of the clearance of the expulsion order. 


4. Staffing. 

3.1 District shall be solely responsible for staff providing services under this 
Agreement. District certifies that staff providing the services are adequately 
trained, have appropriate credentials, and prepared according to prevailing 
professional standards for providing such services. District certifies that it shall 
provide adequate supervision of the staff. 

3.2 The District assures that its employees, subcontractors and agents providing 
services to students are adequately screened so as to prevent the assignment of 
personnel who may pose a threat to the safety and welfare of students, and that all 
such personnel shall provide evidence of freedom from tuberculosis for a period 
within six (6) months prior to the onset of service and provide certification at least 
once every four years thereafter. The District shall ensure compliance with the 
requirements of California Education Code Section 45125.1 regarding criminal 
background clearances and fingerprinting. 

5. Termination . Participation in this Agreement may be unilaterally terminated by either of 
the parties. A party wishing to terminate shall provide thirty (30) days prior written notice to the 
other party, as noted in section 11 below, and termination will be effective on the date following 
the last date of the school term in which notice was received. 

6. Indemnification . District indemnifies and holds harmless Charter School, its officers, 
directors, employees, agents and counsel, from and against any and all liabilities, losses, damages, 
claims, causes of action, judgments, suits, fines, penalties, and any connected expenses (including 
reasonable attorneys’ fees) that are caused, directly or indirectly, by or as a result of the 
performance by District or its employees or agents of the services provided pursuant to this 
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Agreement, provided that nothing herein shall be construed to require the District to indemnify 
Charter School to the extent caused by the negligent acts of the Charter School or its employees. 

District further indemnifies and holds harmless Charter School from all liabilities, losses, 
damages, claims or causes of action, judgments, suits, fines, penalties and any connected expenses 
(including reasonable attorneys’ fees) imposed or sought to be imposed upon Charter School to 
pay any withholding taxes. Social Security, unemployment or disability insurance, employee 
benefits or similar items, including interest and penalties thereon, in connection with claims 
therefore made against Charter School by any governmental entity, regulatory authority or third 
party. This paragraph 6, Indemnification, shall survive termination of the Agreement. 

7. Entire Agreement/Amendment. This Agreement and any exhibits attached hereto 
constitute the entire Agreement between the parties to the Agreement regarding the subject matter 
hereof and supersede any prior or contemporaneous written or oral understanding or agreement 
regarding the subject matter hereof, and may be amended only by written amendment executed by 
both parties to this Agreement. 

8. Insurance . The District and Charter School have and agree to maintain, in full force and 
effect, a policy or policies of insurance evidencing all coverages and endorsements necessary, for 
purposes of effectuating the purposes of this Agreement. Copies of the certificates of insurance 
for each party shall be provided upon written request of any party to this Agreement. 

9. Assignment . This Agreement and the services provided herein shall not be assigned by the 
District or Charter School. 

10. Severability. If any section, provision or portion of this Agreement is held to be invalid, 
illegal or void by a court of proper jurisdiction, the remainder of this Agreement shall nevertheless 
subsist and continue in full force and effect. 

11. Notice . Notice shall be in writing and be given by personal service, or by U.S. Mail, 
postage prepaid, as follows:
